‘ Cable T.V. rate increase request studied

Upland city staff is gathering 
more information to help the City 
Council decide whether a requested 
rate increase in Theta Cable Televi- 
sion rates is justified. 

Theta Cable T.V. has requested an 
increase from $5 per month to $6.95 
for single-family residential users 
and an increase from $1 to $1.50 per 
month for the converter, according 
to administrative assistant Mike 
Matlock. 

Other changes would affect 
multiple-family residential and 
hotel and motel rates as well as in- 
stallation fees. 


Theta Cable T.V. officials re- 
quested the increase because the 
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rate structure has not been changed 
since 1967. 

The company’s labor costs have 
increased more than 50 per cent and 
cost of equipment and supplies has 
risen 60 per cent during an “un- 
precedented inflationary spiral,” 
according to a letter from John W. 
Atwood, president of Theta Cable 
TVs 

The company lost an estimated 
$138,000 in Upland during 1974, ac- 
cording to an income statement 
presented to the council. 

The West End City Theta Cable 
Television Review Committee, com- 
posed of local city and school board 
representatives, recommended the 
rate increases be approved. 

Councilman Hal Bailin asked the 


city staff to gather information on 
Theta Cable T.V.’s projected 
revenue from the Channel Z opera- 
tion, which shows movies for a 
monthly fee. 


He noted the City Council acts as a 
public utilities commission in 
deciding cable television rates and 
the company’s over-all operation 
should be considered rather than in- 
dividual segments. 


The council also is concerned 
about the company extending its 
service to areas of Upland that have 
not previously received service.

5,200 learn nutrition

The Expanded Nutrition 
Education Program (ENEP) has 
taught more than 5,200 San 
Bernardino County families that 
there is an alternative to 
monotonous diets and malnutrition 
even for families with limited 
incomes. 

Program assistants visit 
individual homes to help 
homemakers improve their 
families’ daily meals without 
changing their eating patterns 
greatly. Cucamonga is a target area 
for ENEP, which will expand into 
Upland by fall. Upland target areas 
will include Los Olivos and 
southeast Upland. 

Administrative assistant Esther 
Hernandez said the home visitors do 
not try to change people's cultural 
eating habits but to improve their 
nutrtion within their present diets. 

Many families think their meals 
are bad because they eat so many 
beans, but combining beans with 
cheese creates a complete protein, 
noted Mrs. Hernandez. 

Home visitors start by teaching 
homemakers about the daily food 
plan, also called the four basic food 
groups. A daily adult diet should 
include two servings of protein 
(meat, fish, poultry), two servings 
of milk products, four servings of 
fruits or vegetables and four 
servings of grain products. 

Mrs. Hernandez said many adults 
don't eat enough fruits and 
vegetables or enough milk products. 
She said people tend to leave the 
milk for the children because they 
know it’s important for growing 
children to have milk. Many adults 
don’t realize everyone needs the 
calcium in milk, she noted. 

Home visitors also encourage 
homemakers to try new foods, 
especially vegetables. Mrs. 
Hernandez said most people eat only 
a few vegetables such as peas and 
corn and have never tried different 
ones such as okra. 

The program assistants also 
recommend new recipes and teach 
homemakers how to plan menus. 
Mrs. Hernandez said some people 
need help in learning how to follow 
recipes so they can try different 
dishes. 5 

Homemakers also request help 
with managing their money and 
many want to learn how to can foods 
at home. Home visitors also will 
give housekeeping hints if a 
homemaker asks for help. 

Program assistant Consuelo 
Hernandez said home visits are

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more successful than group 
meetings because homemakers feel 
more free to ask questions when 
they are alone. Many can not attend 
group meetings because they have 
small children or don't have 
transportation, she added. 


ENEP’s program assistants are 
“the heart of the program,” 
according to home advisor Mary 
Marshall. She said the program 
assistants are “hired from the very 
neighborhoods where the problems 
are greatest. After training, they 
return to share their new knowledge 
with their neighbors.” 


Mrs. Hernandez said program 
assistants have to be willing to work 
with people regardless of their 
level, and they have to be strong 
enough to take rejection if doors are 
closed in their faces. ‘‘But very few 
people react that way. Some call in 
requesting help, she noted. 

Program assistants start by going 
door to door in an area meeting 
homemakers and finding those who 
need help. Consuelo Hernandez said 
“They really like the program once 
they're aware of what it’s all about 
and that they don’t have to pay any 
money.” 

In San Bernardino Couhty the 
average family being helped 
through ENEP has 48 members 
living on less than $4,000 a year 
According to ENEP records, the 
program helps families provide 
more nutritious meals and spend 
less of their income on food 

Homemakers aided through the 
program range from young mothers 
to older women caring for their 
grandchildren. Mrs. Hernandez said 
the most common problem is that 
the homemakers don’t have enough 
money to provide nutritious meals 

Another problem is that many. of 
the women skip meals to lose 
weight. She said the program 
assistants encourage dieters to lose 





weight by eating smaller amounts 
rather than skipping meals. 

Program assistants also urge 
homemakers to be sure that they 
and their children eat good 
breakfasts. Homemakers learn that 
children are more able to learn in 
school if they have eaten a 
nutritious breakfast 

In teaching nutrition, program 
assistants emphasize the children’s 
needs ‘‘because their kids are their 
most important things,” said Mrs 
Hernandez 

Young mothers who have learned 
nutrition in high school are 
especially aware of the needs of 
their children and put a lot ot 
emphasis on how they're feeding 
them, she noted 

When homemakers have learned 
how to plan nutritious meals around 
the daily food plan, they receive 
diplomas showing they have 
completed the Agricultural 
Extension Service's nutrition 
course 

Consuelo Hernandez said the 
diploma is very important to the 
homemakers. To earn it they learn 
about food nutrients such as 
vitamins and minerals and then take 
“fun” tests which combine picturs 
and words. She said all materials 
are available both in English and in 
Spanish 

The final test is a record of the 
food the family has eaten during the 
last 24 hours. If the record shows the 
right amounts to protein, milk 
products, grain products and fruits 
and vegetables, the homemaker is 
awarded a diploma 


Program assistants also reter 
homemakers to other agencies for 
hlep with various problems 


Through referrals, they are able to 
help families get services in 
addition to ENEP’s nutrition 
program, Mrs Marshall said

crease rates 16 per cent for collec- 
tion and disposal of refuse. 

Proposed increases would go into 
effect Sept. 1. 


City Manager Lee Travers 
recommended user fees be in- 
creased so the city will ‘‘break 
even’’ on the operation. He said the 
city lost $4,000 on refuse collection 
last year. 


Single-family rates would in- 
crease from $2.50 per month to $2.90 
for homes with disposals and from 
$2.80 to $3.25 for homes without dis- 
posals. According to a city staff 
report local rates for single-family 
homes with disposals average $2.99 
per month. 

Travers said a rate increase is 


necessary because expenses ‘‘ex- 
pand at ever-increasing rates.” 

The most important factors are 
fuel, ‘“‘which is used in enormous 
quantities by all vehicles’ and ‘‘the 
extremely rapid escalation of costs 
of parts and replacement trucks,”’ 
he noted. 


Use of federally funded Com- 
prehensive Employment and Train- 
ing Act (CETA) employes allows 
the city to impose a smaller rate in- 
crease than would otherwise be 
needed, Travers said. 


The council will consider the 
proposed increases at the Aug. 18 
council meeting with rates going 
into effect Sept. 1 

In other action the council re- 


quested Mayor Abner Haldeman to 
write to state legislators opposing 
Assembly Bill 1246 which would 
create a joint transportation system 
for San Bernardino and Rierside 
counties. 

Mayor pro tem John McCarthy 
said the bill will ‘undo everything 
we've attempted to do locally as far 
as transportation.” 


The joint commission would be 
responsible for planning public 
transportation and state and federal 
highway projects. The commission 
also would control most major state 
and federal transportation funds.

Trustees to request tax hike 


Upland Elementary School 
District trustees will ask local 
residents to approve a 33.9-cent tax 
hike in November to maintain 
educational programs in the 1976- 


1977 school year 


Business manager Glenn Hardy 
noted expenses are increasing taster 
than revenue because of inflation 
and said the district will experience 
a “severe need” in 1976-77. ‘The 
educational program cant be 
secure after this year unless the 
district finds additional finances, ” 
he added 

The district, which has been using 
reserve funds to balance its budget, 
had a deficit of $360,000 last year 
and will have a deficit of $207,000 for 
the school year starting In 
September 

Under SB90 which went into effect 
in July 1973, the district is limited to 
a 6 per cent tax hike to meet 
inflationary increases. Hardy said 
the district has fallen behind almost 
$800,000 in three years because 
inflation has been 10-14 per cent 
rather than the 6 per cent 
anticipated by SB90. 

Hardy said the district has not 
offered employes a cost-of-living 
raise ‘‘because we have nothing to 
do that with.’’ The school board's 
position has been to keep all 
employes instead of laying off some 
employes so others could have 
raises, he added. 

The district’s cash situation would 
have been better if 50-75 per cent of 
the custodial staff had been laid off, 
he said, ‘but not one of the 


City checking 
pepper trees 


Upland city employes are making 
a tree-by-tree check of pepper trees 
along Euclid Avenue after a local 
jury awarded $1.1 million to a 
woman injured by a falling branch 
in Ontario. 

According to City Manager Lee 
Travers, Upland has ‘‘a somewhat 
lesser liability exposure’ than 
Ontario because Upland’s trees 
receive less water and are checked 
at regular intervals Branches that 
protrude over the street will be 
removed as a precautionary 
measure during the present check, 
Travers said. 
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classified employes or teachers 
have lost jobs.” 

Because of the district's low 
reserves and cash flow problem, 
Hardy said he will recommend the 
board borrow money to pay October 
and November payrolls 

Although the district has not had 
to borrow to meet payrolls since 
Hardy began working for the 
district in May 1973, he said districts 
often had to borrow under previous 
school financing legislation. 

“Borrowing is not uncommon it 
the cash flow is too low. Seventy 
five per cent of the total budget is in

salaries, so there is quite a cash 
need the first of every month,” he 
noted 


California schoel districts have 
been waiting for Gov. Jerry Brown 
to sign legislation giving districts an 
additional $21-$28 per student. 


Hardy said that increase would 
not be enough to solve the district’s 
problem. The override election in 
November will ask voters to 
approve spending an additional $60 
per student through September 1980 
when new school financing 
legislation is expected

f. The building has been in the mind 
®of DCH principal Mary Jo Sweeney 
since 1972, when she and former 
pupil personnel director Bob 
Cochran began making inquiries to 
the state about possible funding for 
the project. In 1973, Sweeney sent 
the results of a survey, which 
revealed that 200 area children 
needed but were not receiving DCH 
training, to the state and in 1974 the 
state gave permission to construct 
the Lincoln building. She and Dr 
Everett Hilliard, assistant director 
of pupil personnel, have been in- 
strumental in planning the new 
structure. 

The building will be quite a change 
for DCH students and teachers who 
have been virtual nomads for the 


past few years: They were housed at 
the Lincoln site from 1972-74, then at 
San Antonio during the 1974-75 
school year. Both schools were torn 
down because they failed to meet 
earthquake standards. They moved 
to Buena Vista School and will be 
housed there for the 1975-76 school 
yvear 

The important benefit of the new 
building, however, says pupil per- 
sonnel director Bob Oyler, is that 
“it will be capable of housing some 
200 children, compared to the 80 now 
being helped by the DCH program 
We have to screen applicants now 
and take only those who have the 
greatest need. With Lincoln we will 
be able to help more of the area’s 
children and that makes us happy.” 

The new structure will permit a 
much-improved DCH program as 
well, Oyler said. Built specially for 
handicapped children, it has several 
built-in therapy devices to supple- 
ment the portable equipment. It will 
have an indoor therapy pool, a 
special playground and two bicycle 
tracks for building locomotion and 
motor skills 

The Ontario-Montclair DCH 
program places high emphasis on 
development of self-help skills such 
as eating, dressing, personal 
hygiene and locomotion. Children 
are diagnosed upon entering the 
program and are assigned a highly

‘To date, 89 pupils have 
graduated into programs for less

good record, I feel, and with the new 
building we may do even better. In 
addition, of course, we'll have more 
than twice as many students.’ 

Oyler sees the DCH program as a 
“way of salvaging lives.” 

“T have a deep belief in the dignity 
of the individual and feel that all 
children have the right to an 
educational program that will help 
them reach their full potential. 

“This program does just that. It

Equal opportunity in sports? 


Dear Anita, 

As taxpayers and the parents of 
four daughters, we are concerned 
with inequities in school athletic 
programs. Is there anything being 
done? 

B.C., Sacramento 
Dear B.C., 

Yes, you will be happy to know 
that new regulations have been 
issued under Title IX of a 1972 
Federal Education Act mandating 
equal opportunity in athletics for 
both sexes. 

Title IX allows separate teams in 
contact sports and interscholastic 
athletics. But in noncontact sports 
where there is only a ‘boys’ ’ team, 
girls will be given the chance to try 
out and be judged on interest and 
ability. 

If athletic scholarships are now 
available to male students, then 
they must be offered to both sexes 
proportionately to their numbers 
represented in interscholastic 
sports programs 

Physical education classes in 
schools and colleges must integrate. 
However, when classes play contact 
sports, in-class segregation will be 


allowed. And, of course, every 
student's right to privacy will be 
honored for dressing, showering, 
and private functions as always. 

Colleges and secondary schools 
can take three years to comply fully 
with the athletic provisions of Title 
IX once the rules take effect. 
Elementary schools can take one 
year. The effective date of Title IX 
regulations was July 21.

Dear Anita, 

I've been reading and hearing a lot 
about the ERA, but I really don't 
know what it says. Can you tell me 
why we have it and where it came 
from?

Dear Mrs. M., 

ERA stands for the Equal Rights 
Amendment, the proposed 27th 
Amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution. It states .that 
“Equality of rights under the law 
shall not be denied or abridged by 
the United States or by any state on 
account of sex..” 

The ERA was first introduced into 
Congress in 1923. Over the years, 


Congressional committees have 
held hearings on all aspects of the 
amendment and how it would affect 
various laws. In 1972, it passed the 
Senate by a vote of 84 to 18 and the 
House of 354 to 23. 

To date, 34 states have ratified it, 
and 38 states are required to ratify 
by March 22, 1979, if it is to become 
law. 

The amendment’s purpose is to 
clarify the legal status of men and 
women, which varies from state to 
state and which has not been 
adequately defined by the 
Constitution, by providing that sex 
should not be a factor in 
determining legal rights. It seems 
uniquely appropriate that the 
possibility for granting equality 
under the law will take place during 
our nation’s Bicentennial 
celebration.

— Provide equal opportunities in 
education by prohibiting sex 
discrimination in publicly-supported

from controlling property, stocks 
and bonds, insurance, etc. 

— Equalize social security 
benefits. 

— Guarantee that all credit and 
insurance backed by federal funds 
will be made available to individuals 
on the basis of ability to pay. 

Laws that confer a benefit, 
privilege or obligation to one sex

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All about shingles 


- Health Tips 


Shingles — or what your 
physician calls herpes 
zoster — is a virus infection 
which attacks the nerves. 
The virus that causes 

. ' shingles seems to be the 


same one that causes 
chickenpox in children. As 
far as is known, man is the 
only animal infected by this 
particular virus. The 


prevailing theory at the pre- 





sent time is that shingles in 
an adult is a flare-up of an 
earlier ‘“‘sleeping”’ infection 
of chickenpox. 

The person who has 
shingles breaks out in a 


cluster of small . blisters, 
about the size of 2a small 
split pea, which can be 
located anywhere on the 
body but are usually found 
on the trunk. This eruption, 
which may encompass the 
body in a girdle-like forma- 
tion or be limited to a few 
circular patches, almost 
always is confined to only 
one side of the body and 
follows the path of the 
nerves which are inflamed. 


Children very rarely have 
shingles. It occurs most 
commonly among elderly 
persons, and the older the 
patient the more severe the 
infection tends to be and the 
longer it lasts. 


In addition to the out- 
break of blisters, there is 
occasionally a fever and a 
great deal of pain. 
Sometimes the disease 
clears up in as short a time 
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as 10 days, but it can drag 
on for several weeks. If all 
the blisters show up within 
24 hours the duration of the 
disease will probably be 
short. If they come out 
slowly over a week’s period 
the disease can be expected 
to linger for a longer period 
of time. 

At the present time there 
is no specific treatment for 
shingles. The physician 
may prescribe drugs which 


will relieve itching and pain 
and make the patient more 
comfortable. Sometimes 
the eruptions are protected 
by a gauze bandage so that 
they will not be exposed to 
friction from clothing. 
Beyond these aids, the 
patient must simply wait it 
out until the disease runs its 
course. 

There may be a tem- 
porary paralysis of the 
muscles in the same area as 





the blisters, and occasional- 
ly there is damage to the 
nerve supplying the eye. In 
aged patients the disease 
can be complicated by a 
severe and persistent 
neuralgia. 

Serious complications, 
however, are not common, 
and despite the extreme dis- 
comfort some patients ex¢ 
perience the outlook for 
recovery is generally ex- 
cellent.

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Fraud scheme alert 


Beware the ‘pigeon drop’ 


Bank of America in cooperation 
with the State Attorney General’s 
Office has produced warning posters 
to alert senior citizens groups to 
‘‘pigeon drop” and ‘‘bank examiner 
fraud’’ crime activities. 

The bank said more than 6,000 
information posters will be 
distributed to senior citizen 
community centers and 
organizations throughout California 
by Attorney General Evelle J. 
Younger’s Crime Prevention Unit. 

According to Younger, the 
‘‘pigeon drop”’ is a major activity of 
organized crime and has become 
one of the most prevalent and 


lucrative of all confidence games, 
costing its victims more than a half 
a million dollars annually. 

Though there are many variations 
of the basic scheme, its purpose is to 
induce a susceptible person — 
usually an eldery woman — to 
withdraw cash from a bank account 
for the purpose of sharing ‘‘found 
money.” 

When the victim’s money is 
obtained, the confidence team 
vanishes, often leaving penniless a 
gullible senior citizen who may have 
accumulated substantial savings. 

The warning posters urge citizens 
to consult a bank officer or the local 


police if they are approached by a 
stranger and asked to withdraw 
money for any of the following 
reasons: 

Should someone tell you he or she 
found some money and wants to 
share it with you if you put up some 
of your money to show “‘good faith.” 

Should someone phone or tell you 
he or she is a bank examiner and 
asks you to make a withdrawal from 
your account to test the honesty ofa 
bank employe. 

Should someone offer a quick 
profit on the cash you withdraw. 

Someone posing as a bank 
examiner will call an older single

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woman explaining that the bank 
suspects one of its employes has 
been pilfering funds, and asks the 
woman’s help. 

If the victim cooperates, she is 
told to withdraw money — usually 
several thousand dollars — so it can 
be marked and used in the 
‘‘investigation.’’ After the 
withdrawal is made, the ‘‘bank 
examiner’ arrives at the person’s 
home, identifies himself, marks the 
bills and gives a receipt, warning 
that the success of the 
‘investigation’ depends on the 
person’s ability to remain silent and 
follow instructions. 

Days later when the victim has 
not heard from the ‘‘bank 
examiner,” the victim calls the 
bank, only to find she’s been 
swindled. 

June Sherwood, director of the 
Attorney General’s Crime 
Prevention Unit, said these schemes 
work most successfully in large 
metropolitan cities and in areas 
where strangers around banks and 
shopping centers aren't easily 
remembered 

She said when the deception 
works, only about one victim in 10 
reports the crime because of 
embarrassment or fear. If they do 
report the crime, the victims are 
often senile and easily excited and 
may be incompetent as witnesses. 

In Los Angeles, police authorities 
said that a recent six-month survey 
found that losses from two 
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confidence scnemes exceeded losses 
from any bank robbery during the 
same period. 

The ‘“‘pigeon drop’’ scheme isn’t 
new. It originated in the Far East 
more than 1,000 years ago and was 
brought to this country in the mid- 
19th century where swindlers 
refined the technique. The ‘“‘bank 
examiner fraud” is a modern-day 
spinoff of the ‘‘pigeon drop.’’ 

Today’s perpetrators of these 
crimes are usually young women in 
their 20s who work in pairs under 
the direction of a man or “pimp”’ 
who stays in the background as 
much as possible. He provides 
expenses for bail and legal counsel 
when necessary. 

Police authorities say the ‘‘pimp”’ 
is the chief target of their 
investigative efforts to curb ‘‘pigeon 
drop”’ activities. 

One variation of the ‘‘pigeon 
drop” works generally like this: At 
a shopping center, near a bank or at 
a bus stop, a young woman will 
engage in friendly conversation with 
an elderly woman who may be 
senile and lonely. While the two are 
talking, a second young woman 
approaches exclaiming whe has 
found a bag or envelope full of 
money, but doesn’t know what to do 
with it. After some discussion, she 
consults an ‘‘attorney”’ and is told to 
share the money with the others. 

The sight of the ‘‘found money”’ 
and the continuous persuasive 
conversation of the two young 
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women may easily excite the older 
woman into agreeing to share the 
money and to provide “good faith 
money of her own. 

Unless an alert bank official or 
relative of the elderly woman 
questions a large cash withdrawal, 
the chances are that the confidence 
team will be successful in bilking 
the woman out of her savings. 

In many cases, however, skeptical 
bank officials and relatives have 
alerted police, resulting in the 
surveillance and arrest of the 
suspects. 

In a related development, Bank of 
America said the film ‘‘On Guard,” 
which is about the ‘‘pigeon drop” 
and ‘‘bank examiner” schemes, wiil 
be shown in many of the bank's 
community offices. The film will be 
part of a series of seminars to be 
held this month to introduce the 
government’s Social Security Direct 
Deposit Program. 

This new service, developed by 
the Department of the Treasury and 
the Social Security Administration, 
means that customers no longer 
need be concerned with mail delays, 
theft of their checks, absences when 
their checks are due, or visitingza
